Inaugural  Address 
City  of  Newburyport 

Elected  officials,  members  of  the  United  States  Coast  Guard,  distinguished 
guests,  residents,  colleagues,  friends,  and  my  family;  we  have  assembled 
here  today  for  the  purpose  of  beginning  a new  year  in  the  municipal  history 
of  Newburyport,  Massachusetts.  I stand  before  you  humbled  by  the  honor 
you  have  bestowed  upon  me  and  grateful  for  your  confidence  in  allowing 
me  the  opportunity  and  privilege  to  continue  to  lead  our  City. 

Newburyport  is  a beautiful,  historic  seaport  city  that  is  rich  in  culture, 
history  and  art.  Our  city  has  evolved  into  one  of  the  greatest  treasures  in 
our  State  as  a result  of  the  stewardship  of  our  past  mayors  and  the  passion 
and  commitment  of  caring  citizens.  It  is  this  passion  and  commitment  that 
generates  opportunities  and  these  past  two  years  have  been  very 
productive  focused  on  building  consensus  and  moving  us  forward.  This 
began  with  the  restructuring  of  Departments  and  developing  new 
management  teams.  I have  placed  high  standards  and  demands  on  all 
employees,  particularly  Department  Heads  and  I can  assure  you  these 
professional  men  and  women  have  met  and  vi/ill  continue  to  meet  the 
challenges  placed  before  them.  Our  first  priority  Is  service  to  the  residents 
and  businesses  In  our  community. 

Additionally,  we  are  blessed  with  a diverse,  intelligent,  invested  and 
engaged  citizenry,  “’t  Is  the  responsibility  of  leadership  to  provide 


opportunity,  and  the  responsibility  of  individuals  to  contribute.”^  Our  city 
operations  require  the  volunteerism  of  many  to  serve  on  over  30  Boards 
and  Commissions;  these  Board  Members  and  Commissioners  devote 
countless  hours  to  their  missions  and  I know  I speak  for  many  as  I express 
our  deepest  gratitude  to  you.  I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
recognize  the  work  of  one  of  our  commissions-  the  Harbor  Commission  that 
went  above  and  beyond  devoting  over  a year  to  complete  and  submit  our 
City’s  application  to  become  a designated  Coast  Guard  City.  We  learned 
this  past  week  that  Newburyport  will  join  16  other  communities  across  the 
United  States  as  a Coast  Guard  City.  Would  Chief  Holm  of  Station 
Merrimac  River  and  other  members  of  the  Coast  Guard  present  please 
stand.  Would  the  following  members  of  our  Harbor  Commission  please 
stand  and  be  recognized:  Chair  Brad  Duffin,  Neil  Bleiken,  Bob  Dow, 

Andrew  Casson,  Paul  Dahn,  Justin  Dutcher,  Steven  Hines,  Jamie  Knapp, 
Richard  O’Leary,  Paul  Rooney,  and  Harbormaster  Paul  Hogg.  Please  also 
recognize  District  Commander  Admiral  Neptun’s  Chief  of  Staff,  Captain 
James  McPherson  who  was  very  helpful  to  the  City  in  the  application 
process.  Plans  are  in  process  for  a formal  celebration  that  will  occur  later 
this  summer.  On  behalf  of  the  City  of  Newburyport,  I thank  you  for  your 
service  to  our  community. 

Our  City  Is  so  rich  in  history  yet  we  could  do  a more  effective  job  in 
marketing  and  telling  our  story.  Ttiis  will  soon  change  due  to  the  amazing 
work  of  anottier  volunteer-  Ghiee  Woodworth.  Shortly  we  will  have  our  own 
Freedom  Trail,  The  Clipper  Heritage  Trail,  with  granite  pavers  marking  our

historic  buildings  and  sites  where  visitors  and  residents  can  download 
historic  tours  throughout  the  City. 

As  Mayor  Dodge  stated  in  1890,  “....no  one  now  presumes  to  suggest  a 
limit  to  the  possibilities  of  human  discovery  and  invention,  or  of  intellectual 
growth.  Newburyport  has  done  her  full  share  towards  bringing  about  these 

magnificent  results While  we  may  with  pardonable  pride  congratulate 

ourselves  that  such  is  the  fact,  it  should  serve  as  an  incentive  to  us  and  to 
the  people  we  represent  to  greater  effort,  ...  .it  is  our  first  duty  to  ascertain 
clearly  what  may  be  amiss  in  our  present  situation,  and  then  to  determine 
what  may  be  wisely  done  to  promote  our  welfare  and  prosperity.”  As  you 
can  see  our  citizenry  have  in  fact  shaped  our  magnificent  history,  there  are 
opportunities  for  each  resident  to  participate  in  some  capacity;  whether  it  is 
a few  hours,  a special  project  or  an  appointment  to  a committee,  there  is 
much  work  to  be  done  and  a place  for  your  time,  talent  or  treasure. 

Opportunity  was  aiso  presented  to  us  just  under  a year  ago  when 
Senator  Stephen  Baddour  and  Representative  Michael  Costello  arranged  a 
meeting  with  the  Massachusetts  School  Building  Authority  (MSBA).  Our 
school  projects  had  been  stalled  for  over  five  years  and  the  capital  needs  of 
the  Bresnahan  and  Nock/Molin  schools  were  growing.  Within  weeks  we 
were  before  the  MSBA  Board  and  two  projects  were  in  the  pipeline-  a new 
model  school  pre-k-3  for  the  Bresnahan  and  renovations  to  the  Nock/Molin. 
These  will  address  the  critical  capital  needs  of  the  schools  and  bring  our 
teaching  environments  into  the  21^*  century  skills  paradigm.  Our  School 
Building  Committee,  Chaired  by  Assistant  Superintendent  Deirdre  Farrell 
with  22  community  members  and  our  School  Building  Community  Group 


led  by  Meghan  Kinsey  will  be  rolling  out  detailed  information  on  these 
projects  beginning  mid  January. 

The  support  of  education  of  our  children  has  a long  history  within  our 

City.  In  1867  The  Honorable  Mayor  George  Jackman  stated  “ the 

wealth  of  the  city...  [is]  not  in  its  money  or  its  acres,  but  in  its  children,  and 
the  highest  interest  of  the  city  ....  being  not  in  relief  from  debt  and  taxation, 
but  from  ignorance.”  I ask  each  resident  to  work  with  us  to  attend  school 
committee  and  neighborhood  meetings  to  learn  about  our  school  and 
educational  needs.  The  education  of  our  children  must  be  of  highest 
priority. 

The  school  building  opportunity  led  to  another  longstanding  unmet 
need  in  our  City-  Senior/Community  Center.  Our  seniors  have  been  trying 
for  decades  to  build  a center;  we  now  have  a perfect  opportunity  with  the 
reuse  and  renovation  of  a portion  of  the  Bresnahan.  The  design  team  is 
working  with  the  Council  on  Aging  and  the  City  to  create  a beautiful  space 
where  our  seniors  can  finally  gather  together  under  one  roof  for  support, 
socialization,  fitness  and  other  social  services. 

Let’s  now  turn  to  our  environment.  Here,  too,  we  have  taken 
advantage  of  opportunities.  The  jetties  at  the  mouth  of  the  Merrimac  River 
must  be  repaired.  Appropriate  stone  has  been  located  at  the  Seabrook 
Power  Plant  and  Senator  Kerry,  Senator  Brown  and  Congressman  Tierney 
are  working  with  our  local  delegation  to  assist  in  moving  this  project 
forward.  This  is  not  an  easy  task  these  days  in  Washington  and  we  are 
grateful  for  their  assistance. 

We  have  achieved  Green  Community  status  and  energy, 
conservation  and  recycling  initiatives  continue  to  expand. 


One  additional  opportunity  I would  like  to  highlight  is  the  new 
collaboration  of  the  Newburyport  Redevelopment  Authority,  the  City  and 
MassDevelopment  to  address  the  creation  of  a waterfront  park.  This  is  a 
major  step  forward  for  our  City  and  public  meetings  will  be  scheduled  over 
the  ensuing  months  as  this  process  unfolds. 

As  we  continue  to  move  forward  several  projects  will  reach 
completion  over  this  next  term;  first  and  foremost  the  Crow  Lane  landfill 
closure  will  be  completed  this  spring;  and  the  wastewater  treatment  facility 
and  water  plant  renovations  will  also  be  completed. 

As  I look  back  on  this  past  term  I must  express  my  thanks  to 
President  O’Brien  and  the  City  Councilors  for  their  support.  We 
accomplished  much  together  and  tackled  many  longstanding  issues.  The 
end  result  is  our  City  Councilors  did  their  due  diligence,  were  thoughtful  in 
review  and  deliberation  and  as  residents  you  should  be  confident  in  their 
skill  to  honor  their  legislative  duties  and  represent  their  constituents.  I look 
forward  to  our  continued  work  together.  The  Honorable  Mayor  Orrin  J. 
Gurney  In  1893  stated  in  his  Inaugural  address:  “Our  fellow  citizens  have 
by  their  ballots  elected  us  to  the  several  offices  which  we  now  occupy, 
believing  that  we  will  honestly  and  faithfully  do  what  we  can  to  advance  the 
interests  of  the  city  and  the  welfare  of  its  citizens.  They  have  expressed 
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satisfactory  manner.”  I know  there  will  continue  to  be  times  were  we  will 
have  a difference  of  opinion  on  particular  issues,  and  I ask  that  we  work 
through  these  differences  to  decide  what  is  and  what  will  be  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  city.  Mayor  Gurney’s  words  spoken  over  100  years  ago  still 
reveal  the  character  of  the  relationship  expected  of  us  as  executive  and 
legislative  bodies  as  well  as  our  relationship  with  the  public. 


In  closing,  I made  a promise  to  you  two  years  ago  in  this  very  place 
that  I would  work  my  hardest  to  achieve  consensus  and  bring  our  vision  of 
Newburyport  forward;  to  build  ongoing  communication  and  citizen 
involvement:  and  to  ensure  our  continued  financial  stability.  I have  done  my 
utmost  to  keep  that  promise  and  will  continue  to  honor  that  pledge  to  you 
as  long  as  I serve  as  your  Mayor.  Today  let  us  take  a moment  to  pause 
and  consider  all  of  what  Newburyport  means;  to  celebrate  our  history  and 
commit  to  working  together  to  shape  our  future.  For  we  must  alvvays  honor 
and  learn  from  our  past  and  use  the  lessons  we  have  learned  to  achieve 
our  present  goals  as  we  shape  the  future  for  those  who  will  come  after  us.

The  following  words,  terms  and  phrases,  when  used  in  this  division,  shall  have  the  meanings  ascribed 
to  them  in  this  section,  except  where  the  context  clearly  indicates  a different  meaning: 

Temporary  or  transient  business  shall  mean  any  exhibition  and  sale  of  goods,  wares  or  merchandise 
which  is  carried  on  in  any  tent,  booth,  or  other  temporary  structure  on  the  public  way. 

Transient  vendor  shall  mean  any  person,  either  principal  or  agent,  who  engages  in  a temporary  or 
transient  business  in  the  commonwealth  selling  goods,  wares  or  merchandise.

Sec.  9-113.  Granting  license. 

(a)  The  license  commission  shall  not  issue  more  than  three  (3)  fiill  season  iiansient  vendor 
licenses  per  year.

(f)  All  trash  or  debris  accumulating  within  twelve  (12)  feet  of  any  vending  stand  and  resulting 
from  the  activity  thereof  shall  be  collected  and  removed  by  the  vendor.

(e)  The  following  Rules  apply  to  the  use  of  Designated  Off  Leash  Areas: 

Owners,  per  the  below  Rules,  define  persons  with  direct  care,  custody,  and  control  of  a dog  while  in  a 
designated  off  leash  area. 

(1)  Dogs  must  be  licensed  and  vaccinated  as  required  by  applicable  law  and  ordinance  (this  is  the  case 
for  both  leashed  and  off  leash  dogs)  and  have  no  contagious  conditions,  diseases  or  parasites. 

(2)  Dogs  must  be  leashed  when  entering  and  when  exiting  a designated  off  leash  area. 

(3)  Dogs  with  a history  of  dangerous  or  aggressive  behavior,  e.g.  history  of  dog  fights  or  aggression 
toward  people  as  determined  by  the  Animal  Control  Officer,  are  prohibited  from  designated  off  leash 
areas  during  designated  off  leash  times. 

(4)  Dogs  younger  than  four  months  of  age  are  not  allowed  off  leash  as  all  inoculations  are  incomplete 
at  this  age. 

(5)  Intact  unleashed  male  dogs  must  be  supervised  closely  and  immediately  removed  or  leashed  if 
interfering  with  other  dogs. 

(6)  Female  dogs  in  season/heat  are  not  allowed  off  leash  in  designated  off  leash  areas. 

(7)  Owners  must  immediately  remove  from  designated  off  leash  areas  dogs  who  are  exhibiting 
aggressive  behavior  towards  people,  other  dogs  or  wildlife. 

(8)  While  in  designated  off  leash  areas,  owners  must  remain  with  and  monitor  their  dogs. 

(9)  Owners  must  carry  a leash,  one  leash  per  dog  is  required. 

(10)  Owners  must  have  in  their  possession  an  adequate  number  of  bags,  or  other  appropriate  device, 
e.g.  a pooper  scooper,  in  their  possession  for  removal  of  their  dogs’  waste. 

(11)  Owners  must  clean  up  after  their  dogs,  owners  who  fail  to  do  so  are  subject  to  a fine  in  accordance 
with  applicable  law  and  ordinances.  This  is  the  case  for  both  leashed  and  off  leash  dogs. 

(12)  No  digging  is  allowed.  Owners  must  fill  in  any  holes  dug  by  their  dogs.

These  include  health  clinics  for  blood  pressure,  cholesterol  screening,  flu  shots,  hearing  tests,  and  podiatry;  exercise  and 
dance  classes;  application  assistance  for  housing,  food  stamps,  fuel  assistance  and  health  and  disability  insurance,  home 
care  services,  tax  form  preparation,  support  groups  for  legally  blind  elders;  weekly  bingo  and  bridge  parties;  a book  club, 
watercolor  painting  classes,  a trips  program,  and  knitting  (628  hand  made  pieces  were  donated  during  FY  2011  to  the  Anna 
Jaques  Hospital  and  the  Salvation  Army.  The  Brown  Bag  program  delivered  764  bags  of  groceries  to  89  people.  A monthly 
newsletter  with  information  about  available  services  and  programs  was  distributed  every  month.  The  COA  office  received 
12,470  telephone  calls  requesting  information  and  assistance. 

The  transportation  program  provided  7300  rides  to  314  individuals.  The  purpose  for  the  rides  were  medical  (39%),  access 
to  free  meals  (10%),  food  shopping  (30%),  recreation  (9%),  work/volunteer  (3%),  meetings  (1%),  haircare  (3%),  ‘other’  (3%). 

Council  on  Aging  administrative  office  and  dispatch  center  is  located  in  the  Salvation  Army  building.  Newburyport  does  not 
have  one  central  location  for  senior  citizen  services.  Programs  are  located  in  a variety  of  locations:  the  Elks  Hall,  The  Public 
Library,  People’s  United  Methodist  Church  on  Purchase  Street,  Heritage  House,  and  at  Atria  Merrimack  Place.  The  COA 
vans  are  garaged  at  DPS  and  at  the  Salvation  Army  building.  Analysis  was  begun  in  consideration  of  re-use  of  the 
Bresnahan  School  as  a Senior/Community  Center. 

The  Council  on  Aging  staff  consists  of  a full-time  Director,  a full-time  Office  Assistant/Dispatcher,  2 full  time  van  drivers  and 
2 part  time  van  drivers.  There  were  54  volunteers  participating  in  13  programs. 

Collaborations  continue  with  the  Merrimack  Valley  Legal  Services,  Northern  Essex  Elder  Transport  (transportation  to  out-of- 
town  destinations).  Community  Action  (fuel  assistance  and  weatherization  programs).  Elder  Services  of  the  Merrimack 
Valley  (home  care  and  protective  service  programs,  job  training  and  health  clinics),  the  Executive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs 
^h.'alth  insurance  counseling,  and  the  annual  Formula  Grant),  AA.KP  (income  tax  ''ounseling),  Merrimac  Valley  Nutrition 
Program  (congregate  and  home-delivered  meals),  Massachusetts  Commission  for  the  Dnnd  (low  vision  support  group),  a 
Community  Needs  Task  Force,  The  Essex  County  Sheriff’s  Office  (TRIAD  - a safety  awareness  program  designed  to 
reduce  criminal  victimization,  promote  crime  prevention  and  safety  awareness  and  serve  the  needs  of  the  senior 
community).  The  Massachusetts  Association  of  Councils  on  Aging,  and  the  Merrimac  Valley  Council  on  Aging  Directors 
Association.  The  FRIENDS  of  Newburyport  Council  on  Aging  actively  seeks  funding  to  support  COA  programs.

Under  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  General  Law  and  the  U.S.  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services  Federal  Public  Health 
Laws,  the  Health  Department  is  mandated  under  a dutiful  obligation  to  develop  and  implement  health  policies,  standards,  bylaws 
and  regulations.  The  Health  Department  is  also  obligated  to  conduct  inspections  and  provide  public  health  services  to  the 
community.

The  responsibilities  of  the  Public  Health  Nurse-PHN  includes  administration  of  vaccines  for  Influenza,  Pneumonia,  Hepatitis  B, 
Hepatitis  A & B combination  and  maintaining  direct  contact  with  Mass  Department  of  Public  Health  to  acquire  Tdap  ( tetanus- 
diphtheria  and  pertussis)  Td  (tetanus-diphtheria).  The  PHN  also  provides  Influenza  clinics  and  administers  influenza  vaccinations 
to  homebound  elderly  and  disabled  patients.  The  PHN  provides  blood  pressure  screenings  and  TB-tuberculosis  testing.  The  PHN 
is  responsible  for  communicable  disease  surveillance  and  investigation  through  the  State  mandated  MAVEN  tracking  system.  The 
PHN  also  serves  as  patient  advocate  to  assist  patients  with  obtaining  health  care,  coordinates  care  between  patients  and  care 
providers,  and  assesses,  screens  and  provides  intervention  strategies  to  high  risk  individuals  and  families.  The  PHN  also 
maintains  records  and  logs  and  manages  Medicare  reimbursement  of  select  vaccines.  Ms.  Palombo  is  a graduate  of  Duke 
University  School  of  Nursing,  and  has  been  working  as  a clinical  nurse  for  over  3 years.  She  gained  a great  deal  of.acute  care 
experience  as  an  RN  on  a medical  ICU  step  down  unit,  and  is  currently  a charge  nurse  at  New  England  Rehabilitation  Hospital  in 
Danvers,  MA.  She  also  holds  a degree  in  Exercise  Science  from  Skidmore  College,  and  had  the  opportunity  to  present  her

Resources-  Animal  Health,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  General  Law  Chapter  129  and  the  City  ofNewburyport  leash  law 
and  proper  disposal  of  animal  waste.  The  Animal  Control  Officer  is  a duly  licensed  Officer  in  accordance  with  Massachusetts 
General  Laws. 


Weights  Measures  - Mr.  James  Cassidy 

The  Department  of  W'eights  and  Measures  enforces  all  laws,  ordinances  and  regulations  relating  to  the  accuracy  of  weight  and 
measuring  device.  us.‘,d  by  local  businesses.  The  department  seals  or  condemns  devices  tested  and  net  forms  such  work  in 
accordance  with  state  laws  and  regulations  and  municipal  ordinances,  subject  to  review  through  reports  and  periodic  checks  by 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Division  of  Standards.  The  department  inspects  prepackaged  food  and  merchandise  to 
ensure  compliance  with  weight,  measurement  and  count  requirements,  and  for  proper  labeling.  As  a result  of  the  Consumer  & 
Merchant  Protection  Act,  Chapter  295  of  the  Acts  of  1998,  the  Sealer  of  Weights  & Measures  also  performs  biannual  inspections 
of  all  stores  with  three  or  more  scanners.  Mr.  Cassidy  has  over  20  years  experience  in  the  field  of  weight  and  measure  and  is 
currently  the  Director  of  Weight  and  Measure  for  the  City  of  Cambridge.  Mr.  Cassidy  works  evenings  and  weekends.

The  Health 
Department  promotes,  educates  and  enforces  the  following:  disease  and  injuiy'  prevention,  promoting  and  offering  immunization 
clinics,  responding  to  bacterial  illnesses,  monitoring  disease  outbreaks,  providing  health  education  & prevention  programs, 
provide  health  advisories,  promoting  health  & wellness,  nutrition  and  fitness  information  , tobacco  control  programs, 
environmental  protection,  respond  to  health  hazards,  ensuring  water  quality,  monitoring  waste  disposal,  investigating  noise  & air 
pollution,  animal  health,  health  monitoring,  enforcement  and  ensuring  of  health  and  safety  codes,  health  care  access,  and 
emergency  preparedness  and  response.

Special  Gifts  - Friends  of  the  Library $24,709

Special  recognition  and  gratitude  are  due  the  954-  member  Friends  of  the  Newburyport 
Public  Library,  a citizen  support  organization  that  raises  funds  and  participates  in  advocacy 
efforts  for  the  library.  Their  semi-annual  book  sales  are  well  attended  and  successful  and 
enable  the  Friends  to  provide  supplemental  funding  for  books  and  audio-visual  materials, 
capital  projects  and  the  family  museum  pass  program  for  several  area  museums.  In 
addition,  they  are  responsible  for  funding  purchases  of  computers  and  related  equipment 
and  software  for  staff  and  the  public.  This  year,  the  Friends  received  a matching  grant  fropi 
the  NAID  Foundation  for  the  purchase  and  installation  of  two  self-check  stations,  one  at 
the  main  circulation  desk  and  one  in  the  Children’s  Department.  These  provide  an  option 
for  patrons  who  like  the  convenience  and  privacy  such  transactions  afford.  The  staff 
continues  to  be  grateful  to  iMarc  of  Newburyport  for  generously  hosting  and  updating  the 
library’s  web  site.  The  Newburyport  Rotary  Club,  The  Howard  Benevolent  Society,  the 
Swasey  Fund,  the  George  Peabody  Trust  and  The  Newburyport  Five  Cents  Savings  Bank 
deserve  thanks  for  their  consistent  support  of  the  library.  The  Institution  for  Savings 
Charitable  Foundation  has  made  a grant  for  the  reorganization  of  the  2"^*  and  3^^  floor 
Reference  areas,  to  make  services  more  accessible  and  user-friendly.  Appreciation  is 
extended  to  individuals  and  families  who  remember  their  friends  and  loved  ones  through 
memorial  gifts  to  the  library. 

SERVICES 

The  library  was  open  3,197  hours  this  year,  with  281,000  visitors  (an  average  of  88/hour) 
and  a total  circulation  of  347,344  items.  Interlibrary  loan  activity  continues  to  be  high,  with 
over  67,000  items  loaned  to,  or  borrowed  from,  other  libraries. 

More  than  one  thousand  people  took  advantage  of  66  artistic,  cultural  and  historic 
programs,  including  movie  matinees  and  the  popular  book  and  film  clubs,  offered  by  the 
Information  Services  Department.  Once  again,  the  library  partnered  with  the  Literary 
Festival  in  April,  serving  as  the  venue  for  teen  and  children’s  programs  throughout  the  day. 
“The  Freedom  Narrative”  was  the  annual  theme,  with  many  history-themed  programs  and^ 
William  Lloyd  Garrison  as  the  festival’s  honoree. 

Information  Services  and  Archival  Center  staff  responded  to  17,935  inquiries  in  person  and 
by  telephone  and  email.  Researchers  continued  to  make  heavy  use  of  local  history  and 
genealogy  information  and  expertise  provided  by  staff  of  the  NPL  Archival  Center.  There 
were  44,5 1 6 uses  of  the  library’s  public  computers  and  many  patrons  availed  themselves  of 
the  recently  upgraded  wireless  internet  connection.  Many  patrons  sought  help  with 
downloading  ebook  titles  from  the  Overdrive  service,  as  declining  prices  for  e-readers  arid 
tablets  made  ebooks  an  affordable  option  and  supplement  to  the  print  collections. 

The  Children’s  Services  department  also  experienced  a busy  year,  offering  328  programs 
with  an  attendance  of  3,780.  A newly  introduced  Library  Babies  program  has  filled  a need, 
with  a full  complement  of  non- walking  babies  and  caregivers  in  attendance.  The  Teen 
Loft  was  the  site  of  68  programs,  bringing  in  324  teens.  The  Teen  Advisory  Board 
continued  to  assist  with  program  plaiming  and  ran  the  Halloween  party  and  other  activities 
for  younger  children.  “Midnight  Madness”  study  sessions  prior  to  mid-term  and  final 
exams  were  very  popular.  The  teen  librarian  continued  an  outreach  program  for  the  young 


women  served  by  Dare  Family  Services  and  began  a partnership  with  Girls,  Inc.  of  112 

Seaeoast  New  Hampshire  to  offer  special  programs  to  girls  and  families. 

The  friendly  and  Icnowledgeable  library  staff  is  grateful  to  the  56  volunteers  who  provided 
support  services  by  shelving  materials,  mending  books  and  providing  assistance  in  the 
Archival  Center.  Volunteers  contributed  a total  of  2,712  hours  this  year. 

City  boards  and  commissions  and  non-profit  community  groups  used  the  free  meeting 
space  1 ,206  times.  The  conference  and  study  rooms  were  used  over  2,500  times  with  a new 
“first  come,  first  served”  policy  resulting  in  a more  equitable  distribution  of  study  space. 


TECHNOLOGY 

Tcclinology  innovation  was  front  and  center  this  year  as  the  Merrimack  Valley  Library  ‘ 
Consortium  completed  its  long  planned  migration  to  Evergreen,  an  open  source  integrated 
library  system.  Staff  received  extensive  retraining  and  served  on  several  ad  hoc 
committees  related  to  the  transition.  The  library  website  continues  to  serve  as  an  attractive 
and  functional  branch  of  the  library.  A general  Facebook  page  was  created,  joining  the 
already  established  Teen  Loft  Facebook  page.  Patrons  are  able  to  see  library  news,  event 
postings  and  the  photos  fi-om  the  first  MA  Library  Snapshot  Day,  showing  a day  in  the  life 
of  a public  library.  Network  bandvGdth  issues  were  addressed  and  the  free  internet 
connection  was  upgraded  to  business  class  to  accommodate  the  many  users  accessing  the' 
internet  through  laptops  or  other  wireless  devices.  Self-check  stations  became  an  option  at 
the  main  circulation  desk  and  in  the  Children’s  Room. 


PLANNING 

I'he  NPL  and  its  users  continued  to  benefit  from  memberships  in  the  Merrimack  Valley 
Library  Consortium  and  the  Northeast  Massachusetts  Regional  Library  System.  Through 
these  two  entities,  the  library  has  access  to  a 35-member  shared  catalog  and  online 
databases,  dowTiloadable  and  e-book  content,  technology  assistance,  interlibraiy'  loan  and 
delivery  and  consulting  services.  As  an  outgrowth  of  the  library’s  long  range  planning 
process,  a space  consultant  was  hired  to  study  a number  of  spaces  and  collections  for 
optimum  utilization.  The  first  of  the  space  plan  initiatives,  consolidating  all  of  the  inter- 
library  loan  operations  into  a large  space  previously  used  by  the  Friends  of  the  Library,  has 
been  completed.  The  Friends  now  enjoy  a dedicated  office  space  on  the  third  floor.  The  > 
next  priority,  the  reorganization  of  the  Reference  Department,  with  the  construction  of  a 
new,  more  visible  public  service  desk  and  much  needed  office  space,  will  be  undertaken  in 
2012.

Please  find  the  attached  FY201 1 annual  reports  for  the  Newburyport  Department  of  Public 
Services:  Highway,  Sewer  and  Water  Divisions.  Coordinated  effort  by  all  DPS  staff  has  resulted 
in  this  report  for  all  three  divisions. 

The  Highway  Division  continued  with  its  programs  of  maintaining  all  City  lands  and  buildings, 
twelve  roadways  were  paved  with  an  additional  nine  roadways  that  were  crack  sealed.  Almost . • 
6,000  feet  of  sidewalks  were  reconstructed,  installed  or  repaired  due  to  the  help  from 
supplementary  funding.  Additional  duties  completed  was  line  painting,  snow  plowing  and 
chemical  applications,  catch  basin  repairs  and  cleaning,  street  sweeping,  public  trash  pick-up, 
parks  and  cemetery  maintenance,  and  Phase  11  Storm  Water  permit  requirements.  The  Highway 
Division  also  continued  to  provide  all  City  maintenance  activities  to  most  City  vehicles. 


The  Sewer  Division  continues  improvements  to  wastewater  lift  stations  and  the  collection 
system.  The  Wastewater  Treatment  Facility  (WWTF)  continues  to  consistently  meet  the  permits 
limits  imposed  by  DEP  and  EPA.  The  WWTF  Modernization  Project  has  started  the  first  phase 
of  construction  which  was  the  erection  of  a new  operations  building  with  up  to  date  computers  • 
and  SCAD  A system.  Completion  of  this  Phase  is  early  spring  2012. 


The  Water  Division  started  a three  phase  upgrade  to  the  existing  Water  Treatment  Facility  that 
has  been  long  overdue.  The  Water  Constmction  crew  continued  theirs  efforts  of  maintaining  and 
improving  the  water  distribution  system.  Similar  to  the  WWTF,  the  V/aler  Treatment  Plant  also 
continues  to  meet  its  permit  requirements. 

The  Newburyport  Department  of  Public  Services  is  committed  to  serving  the  residents  of  this  . 
community  with  pride  and  continues  to  better  serve  the  residents  of  Newburyport.

The  Department  of  Public  Services  hereby  submits  the  1 14^’’  annual  report  of  the  Newburyport 
Department  of  Public  Services,  Highway  Division  for  fiscal  year  2011. 


Mission  Statement: 

The  mission  of  the  Newburyport  Department  of  Public  Services,  Highway  Division  is  to 
maintain  all  roadways,  drainage  inlfastructure,  parks,  cemeteries,  schools  and  other  city  facilities 
for  all  customers  of  the  department  in  a cost  effective  and  environmentally  sensitive  manner  for 
the  short  and  long-term  benefit  of  our  customers  and  the  environment. 

Responsibilities: 

The  Highway  Division  is  responsible  for  the  following  services  with  respect  to  city 
infrastructure:  storm  water  collection,  yearly  catch  basin  cleaning,  street  line  painting,  street 
paving,  street  sweeping,  snow  and  ice  removal,  street  and  sidewalk  maintenance,  installation  of 
all  city  street  signs,  school,  park  and  cemetery  maintenance,  preparation  for  burials  in  the  two 
city  cemeteries,  tree  trimming,  removal  and  planting,  maintenance  and  cleaning  of  Plum  Island 
beaches,  assistance  to  Police  and  Fire  Departments  when  called  upon,  assistance  for  Yankee 
Homecoming  and  all  other  City  events,  and  support  to  all  other  Departments  in  the  City  with 
equipment  and  labor.  The  Highway  Division  is  also  responsible  for  fleet  maintenance  Highway, 
Water  Sewer  Police  Fire  Council  of  Aging,  School  Dept,  Emergency  Management  and  City 
Clerk  vehicles.

Line  painting 

Crews  put  down  more  than  300  gallons  of  roadway  paint  in  support  of  street  line  painting, 
parking  lots,  crosswalks  and  school  crossings 

Street  Sweeping 

Approximately  120  lane  miles  of  roadway  were  swept  throughout  the  city.  Continuous  sweeping 
was  conducted  through  the  fall  and  winter  season. 

Street  Signs 

Crews  repair,  replace  or  install  all  street  names  sings,  regulatory  signs  and  various  other  signs 
within  the  city.  Crews  installed  all  signage  for  the  new  Pay-for-Parking  system  within  the  city 
also. 

Snow  Plowing  and  Removal 

Highway  crews  responded  to  2 snow  plowing  events  totaling  over  1 1 .5  cumulative  inches. 

Roads,  schools  and  municipal  and  municipal/NRA  parking  lots  were  treated  with  salt  by  crews 
during  the  winter.  The  city  used  1 126  tons  of  salt  during  the  201 1/2012  winter  season. 
Maintained  safe  and  passable  streets,  sidewalks,  public  buildings  and  schools  during  snow 
emergencies  and  provided  chemical  treatment  on  unsafe  roadways  city- wide  on  24  hour  basis 
tlnoughout  the  winter  season. 

Trash 

Public  Services  crews  emptied  144  trash  barrels  located  throughout  the  city  7-days  a week  365 
days  a year,  totaling  more  than  1 100  cubic  yards  of  waste. 

Trees 

The  city  Tree  Crews  responded  to  491  ser\dce  requests  for  pruning,  trimming  or  evaluating  trees 
within  the  city.  The  Tree  Crews  also  performed  25  hazard  removals  within  the  city  on  street's, 
parks  and  schools.  Tree  maintenance  program  has  been  improved  to  including  service  request 
management  and  evaluation.  In  addition  tree  crews  responded  to  numerous  after  hours  and 
emergency  events  to  address  tree  issues. 


Parlcs/Schools 


The  Highway  Division  maintains  the  parks  by  grass  mowing,  weed  trimming,  debris  cleanup,  :

Cemetery: 

The  Highland  Cemetery  and  the  Old  Hill  Cemetery  are  maintained  and  operated  by  the  Highway 
Division.  7 burials  were  performed  to  date  by  Highway  personnel.  The  crews  are  responsible 
for  locating,  excavating,  backfilling  and  reseeding  all  graves.  Additional  responsibilities  include 
locating  and  installed  markers  and  headstones,  cleaning  up  debris,  placing  veteran’s  markers  and 
lawn  maintenance. 


Other  Projects 

Crews  prepared  and  installed  all  Pay-For-Parking  Kiosks  within  the  City  of  Newburyport 
Crews  also  became  certified  to  handle  beaver  removal  on  city  properly  to  address  flooding  issues 
on  city  roadways 

Highway  Division,  in  partner  with  Kane  Management/Mersen,  replaced  sidewalk  and  installed 
new  crosswalk  safety  devices  on  Merrimac  St. 

City  Carpenter,  with  assistant  from  the  Sherriff  s Department  work  crews,  constructed 
handicapped  accessible  ramp  access  to  the  Plum  Island  voting  building. 


Fleet  Maintenance: 

The  Highway  Division  is  also  responsible  for  city  wide  fleet  maintenance  which  includes  repair 
and  maintenance  of  the  following  departments:

Fleet  mainten  ,ace  personnel  performed  over  200  services  on  city  vehicles  coRsi.sting  of  over 
7500  man  hours  of  service  work  on  DPS  equipment  and  in  support  of  other  departments.  Duties 
performed  include  regular  services  on  all  types  of  equipment  and  specialty  services  including 
engine  replacement  and  transmission  rebuilding. 

In  addition  to  the  scheduled  services  for  the  above  departments,  repairs  were  done  throughout  the 
year  as  needed.  The  Fleet  Maintenance  crew  is  also  responsible  for  maintaining  parts  inventory 
and  assisting  in  other  daily  duties  of  the  Highway  Department  including  plowing 


New  equipment  purchased  in  FY  2012  was  a 2 Ton  Wacker  Nuesson  Asphalt  Roller  and  4 Ton 
Spaulding  Mfg.  Asphalt  Trailer. 

A new  Trackless  MT  v/ith  snow  thrower,  snow  plow  blade  and  156”  mower  deck  was  purchased 
for  cit3^ide  use  during  snow  storms  and  for  mowing. 

Other  Duties: 

The  Highway  Division  serves  the  city  doing  many  additional  duties  including  the  following: 

• Responded  to  over  682  work  orders  to  address  various  issues  throughout  the  city 

• Install  and  repair  curbing  and  curb  cuts 

• Provide  city  Carpenter  to  assist  with  other  departments 

• Set  up/take  down  and  store  all  voting  booths  and  equipment 

• Set  up/take  down  and  store  platforms  for  civic  events 

• Provide  additional  services  necessary  for  the  Yankee  Homecoming  events 

• Provide  a replacement  for  city  hall  custodian  when  required 

• Support  other  departments  with  DPS  equipment  and  manpower. 

• Provide  any  additional  services  to  the  city  upon  request 

• Assist  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  community  activities  and  duties 

• Assist  with  Law  Enforcement  and  Fire  Department  when  called  upon 

• Review,  inspect,  evaluate  and  document  Mapping  and  GIS  for  the  city’s  drainage  systerp 

• Trim  and  remove  trees  as  required,  grind  stumps. 

• Dig  locations  for  over  100  new  trees  planted  in  conjunction  with  the  Tree  Committee 

• Maintain  cleanliness  of  beach,  surf  rake  beach  areas,  empty  waste  receptacles. 

• Transport  and  deliver  life  guard  equipment  for  harbormaster

The  Department  of  Public  Services  hereby  submits  the  1 14*  annual  report  of  the  Newburyport 
Department  of  Public  Services,  Water  Division  for  fiscal  year  2011.

Mission  Statement: 

The  Department  of  Public  Services,  Water  Division  mission  is  to  provide  Newburyport, 
Newbury  and  West  Newbury  with  sustainable  high  quality  water  for  all  uses,  maintain  water 
purification  and  testing,  maintain,  repair,  and  install  distribution  lines  and  continue  to  improve 
upon  quality  and  efficiency  in  a cost  effective  and  environmentally  sensitive  manner  for  the  short 
and  long  term  benefit  of  our  customers. 


Responsibilities: 

There  are  over  8000  residential  and  1000  business  customers  supplied  by  the  Water  Division. 
The  staff  members  serve  three  functions: 

• the  business  office  in  city  hall, 

• operation  of  treatment  and  pmnping  facilities 

• maintenance  of  the  distribution  system 

Eighty  percent  of  the  water  comes  from  reservoirs  along  the  city  border  with  West  Newbury  and 
twenty  percent  from  two  wells  within  the  city.  The  reservoir  water  is  treated  at  Spring  Lane 
treatment  plant  and  pumped  into  the  distribution  system  along  with  water  from  the  two  wells. 
Water  is  distributed  to  customers  via  80  miles  of  water  mains.  The  treatment  plant  is  in 
operation  and  staffed  24  hours  a day,  7 days  a week.  After-hour  emergencies  are  directed  to  the 
treatment  plant  where  staff  can  immediately  page  our  on-call  construction  crew  to  respond.  The 
Newburyport  Water  Division  is  self-sufficient  since  water  rates  and  fees  are  set  to  fund  the  entire 
budget.  The  water  rate  has  remained  the  same  since  July  2006. 


Business  Office: 

The  business  office  with  a staff  of  three,  handles  metering,  billing  and  customer  issues.  In 
addition  staff  assists  with  overall  division  administration  including  budget  and  bills  payable. ' 
Significant  efforts  to  collect  past  due  accounts  continue  to  be  made. 


Facility  Operations: 

The  Department  of  Public  Services  Water  Division,  facility  operations  staff  members  are 
certified  in  accordance  with  state  regulations.  They  manage  the  reservoirs  and  wells,  and  operate 
and  maintain  the  pumping  stations  and  treatment  plant.  Staff  conduct  thousands  of  tests  to 
monitor  water  quality  for  more  than  120  contaminants,  maldng  sure  our  water  is  safe  and  in 
compliance  with  all  regulations.  We  are  proud  to  say  that  our  water  quality  meets  or  surpasses 
all  state  and  federal  water  quality  standards  again  this  year. 

Construction: 

The  Department  of  Public  Services,  Water  Division  construction  staff  maintains  water  mains, 
valves,  hydrants  and  meters,  and  responds  to  emergencies  24  hours  a day,  seven  days  a week.  In 
addition  to  routine  maintenance  work,  crews  repair  mains  and  their  associated  customer  service 
lines  as  part  of  the  ongoing  program.  Crews  have  also  been  repairing  water  main  breaks  and 
service  leaks  throughout  the  winter.  The  crew  was  also  busy  with  renewing  water  services,  . 
tapping  of  water  mains  for  private  contractors,  and  installing  new  hydrants.  The  construction 
crew  is  currently  involved  with  many  projects  including  the  following: 

• Working  in  coordination  with  private  contractor  to  upgrade  to  a new  eight  inch  water 
main  on  Green  St.  Newbury,  the  Rt.  95  overpass  on  Storey  A^.^e.  was  upgraded  to  a new 
twelve  inch  main  and  the  looping  of  various  mains  around  town  to  increase  flow,  as  well 
as  replaced  some  service  lines  in  this  area. 

• Crews  responded  to  and  addressed  1 1 water  main  breaks  and  9 service  leaks  that  required 
emergency  repairs. 

• Crews  completed  14  scheduled  service  replacements  and  installed  4 new  services. 

• Completed  installation  of  approximately  900ft.  of  twelve  inch  water  main  on  Low  St. 

• Completed  Fall  and  Spring  hydrant  flushing  program  of  100%  of  all  hydrants  undergo 
flushing 

• Instituted  a program  using  GPS  to  mark  hydrants  and  water  valve  locations  throughout 
the  City 

• Worked  in  coordination  with  the  Highway  Division  to  lower  and  raise  all  water  structures 
for  city  wide  paving. 

Capital  Projects: 

Water  Treatment  Plant  Evaluation: 

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  selected  to  utilize  a three-phase  program  to  upgrade 
the  existing  water  treatment  facility.  The  first  phase,  to  construct  a new  clearwell  and 
make  upgrades  to  the  existing  pump  station  is  underway.  Phase  two  involving 
improvements  to  the  water  distribution  system  went  out  to  bid  with  work  to  commence 
the  summer  of  201 1 . Phase  three  design  includes  water  treatment  plant  building 
upgrades,  equipment  replacement,  residual  improvements,  SCADA  improvements. 

Paint  Rawson  Hill  Tank: 

A contract  was  awarded  to  Marcel  A Payeur,  Inc.  for  rehabilitation  and  painting 
associated  with  the  Rawson  Hill  Tank.  Work  is  scheduled  to  start  during  the  summer  of 
2011.

Mission  Statement:  . * 

The  Newbuiy'port  Department  of  Public  Services,  Sewer  Division  mission  is  to  provide 
Newburyport  with  a fiilly  functional  wastewater  treatment  facility  and  maintain,  repair  and 
improve  the  city’s  wastewater  collection  system  while  meeting  the  needs  of  the  ratepayers  and 
simultaneously  operating  the  infrastructure  in  the  most  efficient  maimer  possible. 

Responsibilities: 

The  Sewer  Division  serves  over  18,000  customers  and  operates  approximately  seventy  five  miles 
of  sewer  mains,  sixteen  lift  stations.  Plum  Island  vacuum  sewer  system  and  pump  station,  and  a 
3.4  MOD  secondary  activated  sludge  plant  called  the  Wastewater  Treatment  Facility  (WWTF). 
Staff  members  are  dedicated  to  the  operation  of  the  wastewater  treatment  facility,  maintenance  of 
the  lift  stations  and  maintenance  of  the  collection  system. 

Facility  Operations: 

In  Fiscal  Year  2011,  an  average  of  2.17  MOD  of  sewerage  flow  was  pumped  and  treated  at  the 
WWTF  for  a total  treated  volume  of  over  797  million  gallons.  Our  NPDES  Permit  requires  . 
removals  for  Biochemical  Oxygen  Demand  (BOD)  and  total  Suspended  Solids  (TSS)  of  85%. 
Average  removals  for  TSS  and  BOD  were  91  % and  93%  respectively.  The  NPDES  permit 
requires  maximum  concentrations  for  BOD  and  TSS  in  the  effluent  to  be  30  mg/'  (or  30  parts  per 
million)  on  an  average  monthly  basis.  As  can  be  seen  from  the  results  listed  below, 
concentrations  for  BOD  and  TSS  were  well  within  permitted  ranges.

Collection  System: 

The  Sewer  Division  collection  operators  responded  to  94  sewer  calls  and  86  Plum  Island  calls  in 
FY  2011.  Also,  18,704  linear  feet  of  sewer  lines  cleaned,  36,165  Ft  of  sewer  main  video  ' 
inspected.  The  Sewer  Department  received,  approved  and  inspected  the  construction  of  80  new 
connections  to  the  system  from  six  separate  areas  of  the  City  and  Plum  Island. 


Capital  Plan: 

The  department  continues  to  operate  under  its  Capital  Plan,  which  is  updated  annually  and  is 
separated  into  immediate,  1 year,  2 year,  3 year  and  5-year  increments.  This  plan  is  consistent 
with  the  City’s  Vision  Statement  of  maintaining  and  improving  the  City’s  infrastructure  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  ratepayers  while  simultaneously  operating  our  infrastructure  in  the  most  efficient 
manner  possible. 

Capital  Projects: 

This  department  undertook  significant  projects  in  FY  201 1 including  replacement  of  Crow  Lane 
lift  station,  overseeing  construction  of  sewer  mains  and  new  lift  station  Oleo  Wood  subdivision, 
completion  of  the  generator  replacement  project.  Phase  one  of  the  wastewater  plant  modification 
and  improvement  project  nearing  completion,  and  West  end  easement  study  on  going. 

Additional  work  completed  in  FY201 1 various  improvements  at  the  WWTF;  continuation  of  the 
Department’s  Infiltration/Inflow  (I/I)  reduction  program  which  includes  video  inspection, 
repairing  sewer  mains,  replacing  manhole  covers  with  holes  on  top  to  reduce  water  from  entering 
the  sewer  system.  Geographic  Information  Systems  (GIS)  used  to  locate  manholes,  identify  pipe 
size,  and  location.  Permitting  and  inspecting  various  developments.  Various  upgrades  to  lift 
stations.  On  going  Plum  Island  vacuum  system,  work  (Upgrades)  to  help  reduce  OT  hours  on  the 
Island.  Mission  alarm  system  was  installed  on  Plum  Island  to  allow  remote  monitoring  from 
anywhere  wdth  computer  access.  Clean  and  repair  sewers  throughout  the  City.  Training  efforts 
have  resulted  in  the  sewer  department  having  lowest  Worker’s  Comp  Claims  of  any  DPS 
division.  Phase  II  Stormwater  implementation  tasks.  Application  for  renewal  of  the  NPDES 
Permit  was  also  completed  in  full. 

This  department  serves  approximately  18,407  customers  and  stands  ready  and  able  to  serve  each 
of  them  as  well  as  answer  an}^  c Jid  all  questions  and  comments  they  may  have.

The  mission  of  the  Newburyport  Treasurer/Collectors  office,  as  defined  by  State  statute,  is  to  collect 
all  revenues  due  the  city,  and  to  hold  and  invest  those  revenues  until  such  time  as  the  Treasurer's 
Office  is  directed  by  warrant  to  pay  the  City's  current  obligations.  Further,  it  is  our  goal  to  be 
knowledgeable  in  our  field  and  continue  to  provide  quality  customer  service  to  the  taxpayers  whom- 
we  deal  with  on  a daily  basis. 


FUNCTIONS 

The  Treasurer's  Office  is  responsible  for  the  safekeeping  of  all  City  funds,  and  for  investing  the  same 
so  as  to  maximize  revenue  while  holding  sufficient  funds  liquid  in  order  to  satisfy  the  City's  current'  • 
obligations.  The  Treasurer's  Office  manages  the  City's  bank  accounts,  trust  funds  and  investments. 
This  Office  is  also  responsible  for  borrowing  monies  for  all  departmental  projects  and  making 
payments  for  temporary  and  long  term  debt.  In  addition,  the  Treasurer's  department  funds  and 
disburses  the  accounts  payable  and  payroll  warrants  for  the  City  and  School  Departments  once  the 
warrants  are  released  and  approved  by  the  Auditor's  office. 


The  Collector's  office  is  responsible  for  collection  of  all  committed  and  uncommitted  taxes  and 
revenues  for  every  City  department.  In  addition,  this  office  administers  the  process  of  Tax  Takings, 
and  Land  Court  proceedings  related  to  the  collection  of  unpaid  Real  Estate  taxes  by  recording  liens, 
and  if  necessary,  following  through  to  Foreclosure.  For  non-collection  of  excise  taxes,  our  office 
must  proceed  with  collections  through  our  Deputy  Collector.

The  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  serves  as  an  advocate  for  all  993  local 
veterans  and  their  1,900  dependents  who  reside  in  the  City.  The  Department 
advises  clients  as  to  the  availability  of  services,  benefits,  entitlements  and 
provides  financial  assistance  (M.G.L.  C.115)  to  needy  veterans  and  their 

dependents  who  have  served  honorably  in  the  United  States  Armed  Forces.  In 
Fiscal  year  2012,  approximately  $220,000  was  disbursed  to  local  deserving 
veterans  or  their  spouses  from  the  City  of  Newburyport.  The  cost  of  this  benefit 
program  is  reimbursed  to  the  City  by  the  State,  one  year  after  payment,  at  the 
rate  of  $.75  for  every  $1 .00  disbursed  by  the  City. 

In  the  year  2011, The  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs,  a branch  of  the  Federal 
government,  disbursed  over  $2,000,000  to  Newburyport  Veterans  in  pensions, 
disability  compensation,  or  as  pensions  for  surviving  spouses.  Much  of  this 
money  is  spent  within  the  City  benefiting  the  Newburyport  merchants  and 
businesses  who  serve  our  Veteran  population.  The  infusion  of  this  money  into 
our  City  does  not  require  that  the  City  spend  any  money  to  get  it.  The  Veterans’ 
Services  Office  assists  veterans  and  their  families  in  processing  applications  for 
these  Federal  benefits.  The  Office  also  assists  pensioners  with  their  annual 
Veterans’  Affairs  financial  Eligibility  Verification  Reports  and  applications  for  local 
Property  Tax  Abatements/Exemptions. 

The  Veterans’  Services  Office  organizes  the  Memorial  Day  and  Veterans’  Day 
celebrations.  Part  of  those  annual  duties  involves  replacing  the  flags  at  the  2,300 
veteran  graves  in  Newburyport’s  cemeteries  before  the  Memorial  Day  Holiday. 
The  seventh  grade  class  from  the  Nock  Middle  School  assists  each  year  in  this  • 
commemoration  by  placing  flags  at  the  graves  of  veterans  In  St.  Mary’s  and 
Belleville  cemeteries. 

Going  forward  into  2012,  the  Veterans’  Office  will  continue  to  expand  its  outreach 
into  the  community.  Through  newsletter  insertions  at  the  Council  on  Aging  and 
practical  workshops  at  senior  housing  centers,  the  Office  hopes  to  expand  its 
base,  and  provide  services  to  additional  veteran  men  and  women  living  in 
Newburyport.  We  are  honored  to  serve  our  Veterans  who  have  served  us.

MISSION  STATEMENT 

The  mission  of  Newburyport  Youth  Services  is  to  create  quality  programming  and 
events  for  the  City’s  youth  in  safe  and  supportive  environments  that  encourage 
growth,  self  exploration  and  empowerment. 

FUNCTIONS 

The  Department  works  collaboratively  and  pro-actively  with  the  Youth 
Commission,  school  system  and  other  City'  departments  and  organizations  to 
promote,  encourage,  develop  and  provide  appropriate  activities  to  assess  and  meet 
the  apparent  and  underlying  needs  of  youth  and  their  families.  The  responsibility 
of  the  Department  is  to  create  programming  during  out  of  school  time,  including 
weekends,  evenings  and  summer.  The  department  also  oversees  the  work  of  The 
BEACON  Coalition  to  build  assets  and  reduce  underage  substance  abuse. 

The  Department  continues  to  work  as  an  advocate  for  youth,  so  that  their  ideas, 
concerns  and  needs  are  heard  and  addressed  by  the  community  of  Newburyport. 
Youth  Services  also  acts  as  a clearing  house  of  information  for  families  and 
youth.
